The stone is located on the East slope approximately 200 feet 
east and downslope from the top of a northeast — southwest 
ridge. North and east fencelines corner 20 feet south of the 
stone in a 21” White Oak. The end of a dirt roadbed on private 
land is N 87°E , 22 feet from the stone. A 9” S. Maple with a 
plastic 6” x 6” brown and white NO HUNTING sign is § 53° W 
28.2 feet. The south end of the stone is against the old bearing 
tree underground and is likely to be destroyed if the tree should 
fall.
